Thanks  for  the  information.  Yes,  I  would  like  to  schedule  a  15  minute  presentation  to  PT,  perhaps  our  next  meeting  (yet 
to  be  scheduled). 

Last  night  while  walking  out  of  a  meeting  at  Venice  Blvd  and  Pacific,  Officer  Thusing  and  I  were  approached  by  a  user  of 
one  of  these  bikes  and  asked  where  he  could  return  the  one  he  was  riding.  We  both  had  no  idea  other  than  at  Rose...  I 
guess  if  might  be  nice  to  move  the  one  from  Park  Ave  which  is  only  three  or  four  blocks  from  the  Rose  location  farther 
south,  perhaps  to  Windward  at  Pacific  in  the  parking  lot.  This  seems  tike  a  much  more  central  location  and  is  directly 
across  from  our  local  hotel  The  Ewrin. 

Also  along  these  same  lines,  the  two  on  Abbot  Kinney  are  again  to  close  together.  It  would  make  a  lot  more  sense  to 
move  the  location  at  AK  and  California  north  to  the  Bike  Corral  near  AK  and  Westminster. 

Let's  keep  in  mind  a  bike  rider  can  travel  10-15  or  more  blocks  almost  as  easy  as  three  of  four.  So  while  this  program  is 
new  the  spacing  should  be  more  about  optimum  locations. 

How  can  I  make  these  official  requests? 

I'm  not  speaking  as  the  Chair  of  the  PT  committee  but  as  an  individual  Stakeholder  since  this  issue  has  not  come  before 
our  committee  yet. 

Further  thinking...  these  are  the  Santa  Monica  solution,  and  this  is  a  private  company  who  does  business  as 
such.  Assuming  Los  Angeles  will  also  soon  allow  these  sorts  of  share  programs  and  we  want  good  distribution  ot  the 
pick-up  and  drop-off  points  and  not  to  give  any  one  vendor  an  unfair  advantage  over  another  one,  a  community  plan  for 
where  all  of  these  locations  will  be  located  and  how  they  operate  should  be  shared  with  the  community.  We  want  to 
give  feedback  and  be  part  of  the  process  going  forward.

Wild  Poke  is  a  new 
endeavor  for  the  Boardwalk,  it  is  a  moderate  priced,  healthy  meal  and  they  are  engaged  and  civic  minded 
merchants.  Recently,  Alok  put  out  two  small  portable  benches  for  customer  use  during  business  hours.  He 
removes  these  at  the  end  of  the  business  day  and  stores  them  inside  his  shop. 

Earlier  today,  LAPD  told  him  he  would  no  longer  be  allowed  to  provide  this  seating  amenity  during  business 
hours  for  his  customers  due  to  repeated  complaints  from  one  of  the  unhoused  citizens  who  have  decided 
OFW  is  their  domain.  This  citizen's  contention  is  that  the  seating  amenity  restricts  his  right  to  leave  his 
belongings  in  front  of  Alok's  business. 

With  all  the  lies,  negative  rhetoric  and  public  promotion  of  ways  to  prevent  a  BID  from  happening  in  Venice,  I 
see  this  as  nothing  more  than  a  very  transparent  salvo  to  specifically  attack  NEW  hard  working  and  honest 
businessman,  and  generally  to  attack  business  in  Venice. 

Seeing  as  there  is  a  door  and  serving  window  in  front  of  Alok's  street  frontage  and  all  along  this  area,  I  cannot 
see  how  Jones  or  Lavan  would  be  in  force  here.  However,  I  would  defer  to  a  deeper  policy  rendering. 

I  would  suggest  that  we  consider  how  to  continue  to  enhance  this  area  of  Venice,  and  to  promote  businesses 
like  Wild  Poke;  which  is  affordable  and  provides  an  incredibly  positive  element  to  the  community. 
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If  there  is  a  legal  glitch  here  regarding  seating  for  customers,  perhaps  there  is  an  avenue  through  Street 
Service  to  provide  a  permit  to  allow  such;  something  the  Council  office  could  help  with? 

Perhaps,  since  we  have  found  ourselves  embroiled  with  a  large  segment  of  the  community  demanding  more 
stricter  enforcement  of  4118d  during  non-prohibited  hours,  this  positive  aspect  could  be  allowed  under  police 
discretion  as  well? 

I  welcome  your  help. 

IN  a  sort  time,  Alok  Chanani  has  helped  revitalized  Westminster  through  his  efforts,  he  is  proud  veteran  of  the 
United  States  Army  who  served  this  country  with  distinction,  and  he  is  an  engaged  and  committed  member  of 
the  business  community  who  has  a  sense  of  civic  pride.  In  short,  he  is  the  type  of  person  we  want  and  need 
operating  a  business  in  Venice. 

I  urge  you  all  to  help  find  a  solution  to  this  full  frontal  assault  on  positive  energy  and  commerce  in  Venice.
